On April 2, 2005 a small group of the original members of the Potomac Valley Chapter of the 
American Institute of Architects gathered to commemorate the founding of the chapter exactly 
50 years before: April 2, 1955. Many of the current members were privileged to share in their 
pride and their memories of practice and architecture at that time. These were people who had 
served in World War II, may have attended architecture school on the GI Bill, and like the rest 
of their generation, were bursting at the seams to start new careers and families. 


The PVAIA chapter emerged from the Washington, DC chapter to reflect and represent the 
needs of evolving practices which were addressing the design challenges and opportunities of 
the new and growing suburbs. Many of our member firms have designed and shaped the way 
we have worked, gone to school and worshipped. In significant ways, these architects and their 
successor firms have created the world in which many of us live today. 


INTRODUCTION 


Ironically, as the Potomac Valley chapter celebrates its 50" anniversary, the prevailing philosophy 
for designing in the suburbs has evolved to reflect a return to the formal and planning patterns 
of traditional cities and urban environments. Like Modern Architecture itself, the ideas and 
promise of the suburbs have not always lived up to the initial expectations they raised. None- 
theless, much of the work of our early members continues to reflect intelligence, innovation and 
an optimism in the future that some of our current postmodern or new urbanist buildings and 
communities fail to achieve. These architects were envisioning a world that did not yet exist.

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Accessibility is today a legal requirement for all projects 
open to the public. It is a given of almost all projects, 
and no self-respecting architect would design a building 
without incorporating proper access. It took a long time, 
and sometimes agonizing efforts, early on to make such 
a requirement an architectural standard and the law of 


the land. And we owe it, in great part, to the contribu- 
tions of our chapter back in the nineteen sixties. Here 
is how it all started. 


In 1957, the late Hugo Deffner, an insurance man from 
Oklahoma City, was selected as Handicapped American 
of the Year. As he was unable to negotiate a stairway, he 
had to be carried in by two U.S. Marines, to receive his 
award from President Eisenhower. It was a shocking

event that illustrated dramatically the need for design without barriers, to facilitate a total use 
building, and to respect the dignity of all men. 


In 1958, barrier-free architecture was placed on the agenda of the 
President’s Committee’s Cabinet Advisory Council for discussion. On 
recommendation of this Council, a Committee was formed to study the 
problem and make recommendations for action, with the suggestion to 
explore the possibility of developing a set of building standards under 
the auspices of the Standards Institute. The result was the development 
of the USA Standards Institute (USASI) Standards, which once released 
in 1961, formed the groundwork for all legislation to follow. Though 
the problem of the handicapped instigated the initial concept, it become 
evident that the application of these standards would benefit a much | 
broader public than imagined. 


The American Institute of Architects (AIA) did not pioneer the field of barrier-free design. How- 
ever, since the dawning of a national awareness of such a need, the AIA has assumed an active 
role in the promotion of barrier-free design. 


Late in 1965 Congress established the National Commission on Architectural Barriers. Congress 
also required The Vocational Administration of the Department of Health, Education and Welfare 
to provide staff and administration for this Commission. In April 1966 the President appointed 
the members of this Commission and named Leon Chatelain, FAIA, as Chairman. 


The AIA offered to assist the Commission in developing standards for barrier-free architecture. 
The two agreed in 1966 on a work prospectus. Then the Vocational Rehabilitation Administra- 
tion offered a grant in the amount of $58,775 to the AIA to undertake this task. 


Then, Edward H. Noakes, a member of the Potomac Valley Chapter of the AIA, lobbied and 
convinced the national AIA to assign to his chapter the task of *exploring the reasons why the 


American Standard Association's Standards have not been 
implemented, and to explore and test one or more means 
for reaching the architects, and others who affect building 
decisions, with concepts and usable materials which can 
be translated into decisions for barrier-free architecture." 
The Chapter provided the task force that formed a Com- 
mittee with the aim of undertaking this, and other tasks, 
that would be needed for the required exploration. 


In undertaking the required work, this Committee sought 
the assistance of many individuals and organizations in- 
volved in one way or another with handicapped people. 
Several of these organizations responded to the chapter's 
request for help. Among them were The Vocational Re- 
habilitation Administration, The National Commission

on Architectural Barriers, The National Society for Crippled Children and Adults, and the The 


National Council on the Aging. 


After consulting with these organizations, the Committee determined that in order to achieve 


the task assigned by the AIA it had to: 


* Ascertain, through a pilot study, the reasons for failure by architects, building owners, 
and others to include provisions for the handicapped in buildings; 

* Devise new materials and methods of presentation to reach the architectural and building 
communities with a view to encourage barrier-free architecture; 

* Develop and test a prototype package of illustrative and/or other problem-defining and 


instructional materials; and 


* Outline a long-range program of implementation of the devised plans and means for 


stimulating and conducting continued research. 


very limited way. 


To achieve the above four tasks, the Committee contracted a consul- 
tant and assigned this firm to conduct opinion and attitude surveys 
among a small representative sample of people who affect building 
decisions for or against barrier-free architecture in the U.S. 


After studying the results of these surveys, the Committee concluded 
that two philosophical approaches were to be tested. One was to have 
buildings designed for the real physical and mental characteristics 
of the population, and the other was to have buildings designed for 
the “physically handicapped". The Committee decided to present 
these two concepts to two groups of AIA chapters for discussion 
during their regular chapter meetings. This was accomplished in a 


As a result of opinions derived of the above discussions, it became clear to the Committee that 
a design guide was needed for the architects to be able to translate the USASI Standards into an 
effective tool to be used in designing buildings. A draft document was prepared and pre-tested 
at the AIA Convention in New York City in 1967. As a result of this pre-testing the Committee 
produced a guide format. 


The Committee also decided that member meetings at the regional and chapter levels could 
be used to develop a public climate within which the architects’ efforts would be favorably 
received. , With the help of consultants, the Committee then developed a prototype AIA Re- 
gional/Chapter meeting package aimed at architects, but that could be used by others, as well 
as a supporting film strip with script prototype for presentation. This package was successfully 
tested at a seminar held in Washington, DC. 


All of these efforts, surveys, conferences, and interviews enabled the Committee to assess cur- 
rent awareness and attitudes toward barrier-free architecture in the U.S. and to recommend 
programs of action for the building industry. 


The boom in construction expected for the coming years was then viewed as an opportunity to 
make major inroads for barrier-free architecture. The Committee was convinced that neither 
costs nor means were real deterrents to realize this goal. The lack of understanding was what 
had to be surmounted by some in the building industry. 


The following were, in brief, the conclusions of the 
Committee: 


There was a good understanding of the concept and 
desirability of barrier-free architecture by architects 
but not by their clients or other members of the 
building community. 

There was little understanding of the true physical 
characteristics of the population by all members of 
the building community. 


Two distinct attitudes toward barrier-free architecture 
barrier free were held by those most closely related to designing and 
dct initiating the nation's building activity. These were: 
program 

* A person must find it impossible, not merely dif- 
ficult, to use existing buildings before he or she is 
considered to be handicapped. 
* There were simply not enough handicapped people to warrant the installation of 

barrier-free design concepts and features. 


The general view of handicaps or infirmities by architects, educators, and clients, were those 
having high visibility. The wheelchair, lost limb, or blindness represented those infirmities 
ranking high in the consciousness of the building professional. Persons with heart disease or 
a nervous disorder, or those who simply were of advanced age were only rarely considered to 
be among those who would benefit from barrier-free design. This general view was not shared 
by communities with a great number of older/retirement populations, such as the Tampa/St. 
Petersburg, Florida area. 


There was great need for concise instructional and reference materials—principally a guide 
to design—addressed to architects. 


The survey indicated that there was a lack of knowledge required to design barrier-free build- 
ings. It was the opinion of all involved that the dissemination of information through pamphlets 
and technical presentations would be the best approach for clients and architects to acquire 
required knowledge. 


There is great need for encouraging clients? acceptance of barrier-free designs, both as a matter 
of public responsibility and as a service to the true market, through development of a climate 
of concern and understanding. 


Most clients did not believe that there was a need for barrier-free design, and did not see it as 
their responsibility to the public to provide barrier-free facilities, as in their views it would serve 
only a very few people. The vast majority of facilities owners did not provide buildings that 
were accessible to handicapped people unless it served their own interest or if forced to do so 
by law. Despite the fact that most architects were suggesting the inclusion of barrier-free design 
features to their clients, they were not convinced, mostly because their lack of understanding 
of such a need. Research of population characteristics in each environment was recommended 
with the purpose of publishing data on the physical characteristics by number of individuals and 
their geographic distribution. This would demonstrate that an increasing number of individuals 
would live with physical impairments. Once this information was known it would demonstrate 
the need to take action for the acceptance of and establishment of barrier-free design. 


In its conclusion, the Committee recommended that a concerted near-term effort be created 
to raise awareness of the need for barrier-free design, and to provide the materials to translate 
this awareness into decisions. 


Ten years after the late Hugo Deffner's inability to negotiate a stairway to receive his award 
from President Eisenhower, President Johnson signed Public Law 90-480. This legislation re- 
quired that all federal structures, as well as those financed with certain federal funds, be made 
accessible to the handicapped. Soon after, about 40 states passed similar measures requiring 
state-owned buildings to be made handicapped accessible. Some states even adopted building 
codes affecting all private projects. 


It should be noted that the Committee's recommendations were adopted by the Washington 
Metropolitan Area Transit Authority, so the subway system and its stations were conceived 
to be barrier-free. 


The highlight of the entire 1970 AIA Convention in Boston was the presentation of the Dis- 
tinguished Service Award to the Potomac Valley Chapter—our chapter—by Harold Russell, 
Chairman of the President's Committee on Employment of the Handicapped. The presenta- 
tion was made because of the Chapter's pioneering role in studies to eliminate barriers to the 
handicapped. These were the studies and conclusions, referred to above, produced by the 
Committee composed of our Chapter's members. 


On July 26, 1990, President George H. W. Bush signed Public Law 101-336 making the Ameri- 
cans with Disabilities Act (ADA) the law of the land. Since then, very few public buildings, if 
any, are not barrier-free in the U.S.; and most countries around the world followed by adopting 
similar standards and promulgating similar laws to assist their handicapped populations.
